17-1-97 
and accordingly the period of appointment of Hon'ble Justice S. K. Mookeiji, to conduct the inquiry and present the report and 
period of appointment of Prof. B. JL Mozumdar, Professor of Mining, Indian School of Mines, Dhanbad-826004 (Bihar) and of 
Shri Rajendra Prasad Singh, General Secretary, Rashtriya Mazdoor Sangh, Dhori Area, 5, Chajju Marg, Patna-800001, as 
assessors, is also extended for a further period of six months w.e.f. 17-1-97.
